LONDON, Dec. 26.—The initial conversation of President 
Wilson with Premier Lloyd George will take place at 1 o’clock.. 
Friday morning in the president's room at Buckingham Palace, 
where they will confer until lunch time, when they will drive to 
Downing Stréet. This was arranged tonight when the matter 
was taken up by the president and representatives of the com- 
mittee on arrangements. 

Mr. George has invited the following: The Marquis of Crewe, 
Earl Curzon, Earl Reading, American Ambassador John W. 
Davis, Viscounts Grey, Morley and Bryce, Andrew Bonar Law, 
Arthur J. Balfour, H. A. Asquith, Arthur Henderson and Wil- 
liam Adamson, the two last named Labor members of parlia- 
ment. 

It is understood that the conference will continue in the 
afternoon at Downing Street. President Wilson will not meet

Probable Personnel of Delegates 
at Peace Conference Announced 


PARIS, Dec. 26.—The personnel of 
the peace congress {is gradually taking 
form, so that the American delegates 
express the hope that the delegations 
of the various countries will be an- 
nounced and the delegates will arrive 
for the commencement of the nego- 
jiatione soon after the opening of the 

ear. 

A number of the main details of the 
Hcomposition of the congress are now 
Hfairly settled as a result of the recent 

conferences. These indicate that the 
total membership of the congress will 
be between 100 and 120. There will 
be 27 countries represented by dele- 
gations, including those which declar- 
Sed war, and a number which have 
come into existence as a result of the 
i war. 
% ‘The great powers, Great Britain, 
I¥rance, United States and Italy, each 
have allotted five delegates, while the 
~other delegations will vary from one 
to four members, according to the 
size of the country and the interests 
involved. 

Word has been received that the 
Belgian and Portuguese delegations 
soon will join the representatives of 
the United States, who thus far-are 
the only members of the peace con- 
gress to arrive. The non-arrival of 
the others has been the subject of 
considerable surprise and adverse 
comment, the Americans taking the 
ground that they are here ready to 
proceed to business while the person- 
nel of the congress is not yet an- 
nounced, It is understood that Mr.

Proposed Visit to Dominions Oc- 
casions Much Comment by

LONDON, Dec, 26.—(Special Cable 
from John W, Dafoe)—Announcement 
that Admiral Jellicoe is going to visit 
the dominions in turn to advise on 
naval matters is the vgubject of free 
discussion in the London papers, many 
of them having articles dealing wit!)

The Times in its comment seems to 
assume that the whole question of the 
form of the naval activities by the 
dominions is still open for discusvion, 
looking to the adoption of a@ policy. 
It notes the promptitude with which 
the dominions placed their naval re- 
sourcee at the disposal of the Empire 
but adds that should not obiiterate 
the fact that the problems of the 
dominions’ share in British peace 
times have not been solved, The

“Tt is needless, in fact superfluous, 
for me to reiterate that which 1s 
known and recognized throughout the 
civilized world, namely—that it was 
the Grand Fleet which has been the 
very backbone of the structure which 
has made a victorious peace a cer- 
‘tainty. Without it, there is no ques- 

thatthe war jong ago woult fave 
been disastrously concluded, with just 
the reverse conditions obtaining from 
those which now exist. 

“No mention can be made of the 
Grand Fleet without our thoughts 
naturally turning to its commander- 
in-chief, Admiral Sir David Beatty, a 
man of rare accomp!ishments, @ 
natural born, tried, trusted and gal- 
lant leader. 

“Under him, our combined forces 
operated, as later all of the allied 
armies were placed under the direc- 
tion or command of Foch, And now, 
as to our operations with the Grand 
Fleet.

record will be found in London, An 
attempt has been made to make that 
record in a form more easily grasped 
than !s the case with bare etatistics. 
In wax figures and photographs the 
“real thing’ has been caught and held. 
The antiquarian of the future will 
certainly stand spel! bound before this 
authentic record of the really maryel- 
ous things women have done. The 
Whitechapel Art Gallery in London 
holds part of this record for the pres- 
ent. One can imagine the surprise 
and range which will possess the visit- 
ing Hun (for he will be among the 
earliest visitors) when he realizes how 
completely he failed to apprise British 
women just as he failed in reading 
British men. 

The list of things which women 
have accomplished, not passably well 
but exceliently, seems incredible but 
the War Museum can give ‘chapter 
and book,” wax figures or photograph 
for every one. There is the women 
ship-painter, the tanner, the coke 
quencher the stoker—all women—the 
woman who laces up the envelope to 
the air-ship and the woman who over- 
sees the work, There are girls filling 
bags with the deadly and always dan- 
gerous, T.N.T. Farmerettes plowing, 
helping with the harvesting of grain, 
fathering fruit, planting, and tending 
crops; attending to the various 
branches of dairying are among the 
more familiar exhibits which may not 
excite enthusiasm becausé women have 
always helped more or less in this sort 
of work. But the enthusiasm must

that but for these women England 
would have starved while the Navy 
was slowly but surely winning out 
agatnst the U-boat on the high seas. 
There is the picture of a woman oper- 
ating a 100-ktflowat electric engine, 
another driving an electric crane. 
Women are shown working in gas 
works dressing bricks, spreading tar, 
sieving, gauging burner partys, testing 
metres, wheeling coke and carrying 
heavy sacks on their shoulders. Even 
the napthalene factory has no terrors 
for the women out to win the war;

Tieing Up the Wage Earner 

The notion that the housing 
scheme of the Dominion Govertn- | 
ment originated solely with wage- 
earners who wanted achance to} 
put their savings into homes with- 
out having also to pay specula- | 
tors’ profits is hardly correct. 
The proposal was suggested to 
the Government by a conference 
composed of delegates represent- 
ing wage- earners and the manu- 
facturing interests. In backing it 
the manufacturers, it may be sup- | 
posed, are not actuated altogeth- 
er by humanitarian motives, but 
are aware also of the advantage 
the arrangement would give them 
in dealing with their employees. 
Employees who have bound them- 
selves in long term agreements to 
pay for houses and lots are not 
free to strike, and are therefore 
less likely to demand increases of 
pay and improvements in work- 
ing conditions than those who 
have no ‘‘vested interests’’ which 
would suffer if they stopped 
work. Men who are tied up in 
the housing scheme will be tied | 
up to their jobs. That will be} 
satisfactory to the manufacturers, 


Mobaucracy Not Democracy. 

A mob in Alabama took four 
negroes from jail and hanged 
them on suspicion that they were 
the parties responsible for a mur- 
der. That country should be made 
safe for democracy; which it evi- 
dently is not when the public have 
so little faith in the law as a! 
means of administering justice 
that they take the task into their 
own hands, even at the risk of 
hanging innocent parties. 


The Difficulty. 

In acknowledging the honors | 
conferred upon him by the Uni- 
versity of Paris, President Wilson 
expressed the view that if the Cen- 
tral Powers had been forced to dis- 
cuss their war purposes for a year 
before starting to fight, the war 
would have been inconceivable, 

That seems probable. But the 
point is—just how Germany and 
Austria, imbued with the war 
spirit and armed to the teeth, 
could have been forced to discuss | 
their plans and purposes for war | 
for a year before they struck, 

The league of nations, if it is 
to deal with such situations as 
existed in 1914, will have to be 
backed by foree; and its ability | 
to deal with such situations will 
depend upon’ the vverwheining 
strength of the league being in 
favor of peace and against the 
members who are suspected of 
wishing to make war. 


Does It Apply to the 
Homesteader? 

The Toronto News explains that 
the housing scheme proposed by 
the Dominion Government is not 
restricted to the building of 
houses in cities. It may be extend- 
ed also to include financipg houses 
built by Ontario farmers for the 
accommodation of hired help. 

Does it then also extend in Wes- 
tern Canada to the provision of | 
money with which the homestead- 
er may build a house to accommo- 
date his family ; or other buildings 
necessary to the development and 
cultivation of his holding? Hous- 
ing the homesteader’s family is 


the hired help on a farm in On- 
tario, and quite as helpful to the | 
agricultural d>velopment and gen- | 
eral prosperity of the Dominion. 

If the scheme does extend to the 
homesteader, then the proposal to 
divide the $25,000,000 appropri- 
ated for the housing enterprise 
among the various provinces on 
the basis of population is not fair. 
The actual requirments would in 
that case be the only proper basis 
for the division of the money. 


No Wriggling Out. 

What is called the German Aus- 
trian National Assembly—some 
sort of body purporting to repre- 
sent the views of the German| 
peopled portions of Austria—has 
been heaping condemnation upon 
Austrian officers for the military | 
collapse of the Empire, and even 
suggesting that Von Mackenzen 
ought to be hanged, a_ proposal | 
which will not excite opposition in | 
any Allied country. 

It is the privilege of the people | 
of Germany and Austria to decide | 
among themselves which of their 
leaders are to be made the “‘ goats’’ 
and saddled with the responsibil- | 
ity for the failure of the world 
power program. It is the busi- 
ness of the Allied leaders to see 
that by no such procedure do the | 
people of Germany and Austria | 
succeed in clearing themselves of 
responsibility for the war, and 
thereby excusing themselves from | 
paying damages and giving guar- | 
antees for the future, 

Whoever led the people of Ger- 
many and Austria into the war, 
and whoever is responsible for 
the gratifying fact that they have 
failed to win the war, the people 
of these two countries were as- 
senting parties to the war, and | 
steadfastly backed up their lead- 
ers while there was any chance of | 
winning. Having failed they are 
entitled to place the blame where ; 
they please so long as they pay up,

FRENCH IN SASKATCHEWAN 
SCHOOLS, 
Winnipeg Telegram Regina Report. 
The government's measure provides 
for the abolition of all foreign lan- 
guages in all schools of Saskatchewan 
and prohibits tuition in any language, 
except English, with one exception in 


jthe cases of French-speaking pupils. 


Where it is necessary in the case of 
French pupils by reason of their being 
unable to understand English. 

French may be used as the language 
of instruction, but such French shall 
not be continued beyond grade one 
and in the case of any child shall not 
be continued beyond the first year of 
such child's attendance at school, In 
addition, when the board of any dis- 
trict passes a resolution to that effect, 
the French language may be taught as 
a subject for a period not exceeding 
one hour in each day as a part of 
school curriculum and such teaching 
consist of French reading, 
grammar and French composition, 

The proposed amendments super- 
sede clause 177 of the School act, 
which permits the teaching of French 
in the primary grades.
